Reporter At Scene. 
Jack Burney, reporter for the 


Vernon Record, arrived 
at 
the 


scene in time to witness part of 
the Incident. He said Southwestern 
Bell operators claimed the picket 
was "slugged" but that other by- 
standers claimed he was only push- 
ed. 


All agreed five or six men told 
the picket to "got out of town." 


The picket had identified himself 
as from Wichita Falls. No Western 
Electric workers are usually em- 
ployed at Vernon. Appearance of 
the picket was apparently part of

Electric 
strikers' "hit- 


skip" practice of shifting pickets 
from town to town 
The scuffle between the picket 


and 
the strangers

"We must not and will not hesi- 
tate to use mandatory direct con- 
trols to deal with any recalcitrant 
groups, and in such areas as volun- 
tary measures have failed," 
he 
said. 


Noting

some prices and 
wages have risen considerably since 
the start of the Korean war 
in 


June, Valentine said the govern- 
ment will not hesitate to impose 
price and wage controls if policy 
and fairness demand it. 
"Price and wage controls should 


be imposed immediately — right 
now—and clear across the board." 
Martin declared. "It would not be 
honest or effective to try and do it 
on a piecemeal basis." 


Bricker held that "tho most in- 
flationary thing now is government 
expenditures." He suggested that 
federal spending be trimmed sharp-

The block- 
ade phase Is a congenital condition 
In some infants—that is, they de- 
velop it while still in the mother's 
womb. Its cause is unknown. 


Doctor Lynxwiler said the major-

FORCES FORGE 
AHEAD ALONG 
FRIGID FRONT 


American Troops 
Achieve Biggest 
Gain During Day 


SEOUL, 
Nov. 10.—(.T)—Allied 


forces forged ahead today all along 
the frigid 250-mile North Korean 
front toward tho Manchurlan bor- 
der. Resistance was spotty. 


Parka-clad infantrymen of tho 


U. S. 17th regiment knifed through 
the frost-covered Pungsan hills In 
the northeast to within 20 miles 
of the Red Manchurian border. 
The 17th smashed five miles to tho 
41st parallel against Red tanks, ar- 
tillery and infantry. 


It was the day's biggest gain. 
In sharp contrast, the entire U. 
S. First forps advanced along a 
30 mile front in the northwest, vir- 
tually unopposed. 
Temperatures 


rose, but a sleet storm made the go- 
ing rough. Gains ranged up to four 
miles. 


Naval Guns Assist. 


American Naval guns 
helped 


South Koreans turn the tables on 
attacking Reds on the 
opposite 


coast in the extreme northeast. 


U. S. Marines clashed with a size- 


able Communist force in the moun- 
tainous center of the peninsula. 
They advanced as much as threo 
miles along tho west side of Ice- 
coated Changjin reservoir. 


Troops of the Rok (Republic of 


Korea) Second corps stabilized tho 
sagging bottom of the line against 
strong Red opposition. 


Here's what happened Thursday, 


looking over the mountainous bat- 
tle front slanting from west to 
east: 


The Hok First division advanced 


nearly four miles north and west of 
Pakchon. That expanded the west- 
ern flank of the Chongchon river 
beachhead. Tho Chinese Commun- 
ist divisions were said to have pull- 
ed back ten miles. 


No Communists. 


Tho British Commonwealth 27th 
brigade entered Pakchon and push- 
ed about three miles forward. Pa- 
trols found no trace of Reds with- 
in another mile and a half. 
Tho U. S. 24th division advanced 


up to a mile and a half and sent 
patrols os';-iftp'- as-i-YonRsang,,. 1S~ 
miles northeast of Pakchon. 


Tho U. S. First Cavalry division, 


advanced against light opposition, 
more than half a mile beyond Yong- 
byon, seven miles southeast of 
Yongsong, and expanded its po- 
sitions southeast. 


The Rok Second corps, whose po- 


sitions have been dented in recent 
days by Chinese Communist coun- 
terattacks, recaptured road 
posi- 


tions southwest of Yongbon and 
moved back into Tokchon, 25 miles 
cast of Yongbon. 


U. S. Marines of the Seventh reg- 


iment, probing west of the great 
Changjin reservoir, bumped into a 
Communist force of undetermined, 
size. Two Marine companies skir- 
mished with the Red outposts. 
Then the Marines 105 mm. artil- 
lery let loose. 


Big Force Humored. 
An unconfirmed report by a pris- 


oner said Chinese Communists were 
building up a big force in the 
mountains west of the reservoir. 
The entire Chinese 42nd army may 
be in the area. The 42nd consists 
of the decimated 124th 
division, 
125th and 126th. 


Farther to the northeast the two 


pronged advance of tho U. S. 7th 
infantry division carried those win- 
ter-clad troops up the cast shores 
of: Pujon reservoir and along the 
twisting mountain road to bomb- 
raided Kapsan. 


It was this right wing of the 7th 


that fought its way through Red. 
artillery, tank and mortar fire. Tho 
17th regiment consolidated its po- 
sitions before 
driving into and 
through the Reds.

Pcnson, a big, rod-faced second- 
hand dealer in Dallas said.

This month the national associa- 


tion of used-car dealers met In 
the North Texas city to talk about 
regulation "W." Collectively, they 
said sales were off 50 to 75 per 
cent. 


Market Surveyed 


A survey of the market In Texas 
shows: 


1. The price of old cars (pre 
World War II) is up from 525 to 
S100. New car dealers have boosted 
slightly, the prices 
they 
charge 


used car dealers for older cars the 
new car dealers obtain as trade-ins. 


2. New car dealers have lowered, 


fractionally, the prices of 1948-1950 
trade-ins they sell to used car deal- 
ers. 


3. Because the new car dealer 
isn't selling as many new cars, he 
hasn't as many trade-ins to sell 
used car dealers. 


4. The demand for the old jalopys 
has increased since 
Regulation 


"W" went into effect in Septem- 
ber. 


The used car association threat- 
ens to take ite case to congress. 
Manv of its members feel consum- 
er credit control should be lifted 
from the jurisdiction of the board 
ot governors of the federal reserve 
system. ,They want an independ- 
ent 
board 
with 
representatives 


from the automotive industry. 
Business Drons 


Dallas used car dealers were In- 
terviewed: 


David Karlen, who sells late- 


model used cars, said his business 
dropped from 50 cars a month to 
15. 


Maury Shallette, thinks he'll have 
to let some of his mechanics go. 


T can't buy cars, and I can't 
sen them. I'd buy a bunch of old 
crates if I./could find them. They 
just aren't to be found." 


Rudy Bergfield handles old cars 
mostly, says he's not hurt. 


W. D. McDowell believes things 
will get better when "more money 
~;ets Into circulation." 
Whereas the money coming from? 
"Oh, war plants, new jobs, and 


:o on. There'll be plenty of money 
ioon and people can make these 
big down payments and monthly 
installments," he explained. 


Dave Karlen, late-model dealer 
said he may be able to survive 
tho new credit rule. 


"I own my own lot, and finance 
many of my sales. But most Texas 
dealers have to pay high rent and 
many of thorn have to floor-board 
their cars (floor-board in the used 
car business means to borrow mo- 
nov to buy a car), 


"Sometimes 
the interest 
runs 
pretty high. The dealer has got 
to move the car or have It eaten 
up by interest, Karlen explained. 


"I used to wholesale a lot of 


used cars out in the state, but 
that phase of my business is gone 
too, I can't find the cars to sell."

TRUCK RESPONSIBILITY 


In some of the 
countries 


where the driving of auto- 
mobiles by chauffeurs is al- 
most universal custom, there 
is more to the custom than 
the importance of the chauf- 
feur as a symbol of 
afflu- 


ence. The chauffeur is held 
responsible for any trouble 
involving the automobile, in- 
cluding damage or injuries 
it may cause. If the machine 
causes damage the 
chauf- 


feur 
is j a i l e d and the 


owner may, if 
he 
choses, 


simply hire another driver 
and go his way. 


Such is not the rule here, 


with respect to property and 
injury. The law wisely holds 
both the driver and the own- 
er responsible. 
But 
mere 


traffic law violations cus- 
tomarily 
are 
laid 
solely 


against the driver if he is 
within reach, and charged 
against the owner only if the 
driver cannot be found. The 
latter principal has govern- 
ed most legal action against 
overloaded 
or 
speeding 


trucks, which have become a 
major 
problem in 
many 


states. When a violation is 
detected the driver is ar- 
rested; the money to pay 
his fine usually comes from 
the owners of the vehicle, 
and the trip goes on. 
Yet 


the driver is only a hireling 
following instructions; 
the 


owners who order 
trucks 


loaded or driven illegally 
are untouched, and the cost 
of fines goes into operating 
overhead. 


Light may be throw on 


this situation by trial of a 
truck driver at Elkhart, In- 
diana. Arrested for an over- 
load, he was fined $1,870 on 
his plea of guilty. The own 
es failed to pay and the driv- 
er stayed in jail until 
the 


court 
permitted 
him to 


change his plea to not guil- 
ty. It is an interesting ques- 
tion' whether he or the own- 
ers should be brought to 
trial. It is on8 which has a 
significant bearing on the 
whole problem of 
keeping 


trucks within legal weight 
and speed limits. 


SMOKY OUTLOOK 


Did you think the fine art 


of chewing tobacco was dy- 
ing? As a matter of fact it 
is expected in the industry 
that this year's consumption 
of chewing tobacco will be 
the lowest in years, but that 
"low" estimated figure 
is 


89,000,000 pounds. A sub- 
stantial defense boom would 
probably boost indulgence 
again, since it would put 
more men into jobs where 
they would not be allowed 
to smoke. 


Neither is snuff a thing of 


the past. 
Consumption this 


year is figured at 42,000,- 
000 pounds, a million more 
than last year. 


As to cigarettes and cig- 


ars, the figures are astron 
omical, the number of cigar 
ettes made and smoked in 
a year is in hundreds of bil- 
lions. In 1948 the cost of to- 
bacco manufactures of 
all 


classs at factory prices was 
?387,000,000. That's a lot of 
money to go up in smoke.

fleets. There are a limited 
number of such targets, and 
lence it is frequently debat- 
ed whether the atomic bomb 
can be regarded as a deci- 
sive weapon. 


But the use of atomic ex- 


plosive on the battlefield 
would be. something entire- 
ly different. That an ene- 
my's armies and equipment 
in the field might be reduc- 
ed, in a single assault, to a 
shambles like that of Naga- 
saki or Hiroshima is a stag- 
gering possibility. It would 
be a possibility which should 
give pause to the most stout- 
hearted militarist, and might 
have caused even a Hitler to 
stay his hand. A fanatical 
aggressor may willingly ask 
the annihilation of his cities, 
but without his armies he 
would be finished. 


Immediately after the end 


of World War II it was sup- 
posed that the terrible threat 
of the atomic bomb might 
be enough to make future 
war impossible. It has turn- 
ed out that the uses of the 
bomb are so .limited that its 
forcefulness as a threat also 
is limited. If this limitation 
were removed, perhaps war 
might yet become universal- 
ly unthinkable.

to

merical superiority in guns 
and armor. 


This idea is now debated. 


Writing 
in a profesional 


military magazine, the Arm- 
ored Cavalry Journal, Gar- 
rett Underbill makes the 
startling statement that at 
the height of their power in 
May and June, 
1940, 
the 


Germans had less than 2,800 
tanks. The French alone had 
3,600, and the British and 
Belgians added to this num 
ber. Moreover, he says the 
Allied tanks were 
more 


powerful in guns and arm- 
or. What gave the Germans 
their speedy victory was not 
the overwhelming mass of 
their tanks, but superiority 
in the three T's, 
training, 


tactics and technique, to 
which spirit might be added, 
according to Underbill. 


L a t e r American Gen. 


George S. Patton Jr. showed 
that the blitzkrieg was no 
exclusive German property. 
He rolled over the Germans 
as they had done earlier ir 
the war over the French and 
Belgians. The Russian ad- 
vances in the last year of the 
war showed that they too 
had profited by the German 
lesson. 


The Nazi panzers were no 


secret 
weapon. They had 


been discussed for years in 
professional military journ- 
als. So too in the next war 
if there is one, the 
chiei 


weapon is likely to be some- 
thing that all well informed 
strategists know about. Suc- 
cess will be due to superior 
training for the average sol- 
dier, and superior employ- 
ment of the 
weapons a1 


hand.

"I wouldn't blame him if he did 


quit after that Oklahoma game, 
said Schuhardt before Cherry did 
announce his plans. 
"If he does, 
they ought to get on those people 
that make it so hard for a coach 
to enjoy life." 
Criticism of Cherry was sharp- 


cot after Texas lost to Oklahoma 
14-13 this season.

Mobilized Reserves Not Yei Exempt 
From Korean Duty, Despite Draii 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 16—IS?)— 


Although 250,000 men 
will 
have 


passed through the new draft mill 
by the end of next January, mobi- 
lized reservists are not yet exempt 
from possible duty in Korea. 


Explaining this, an army official 


said: 


1. "The Chinese and Korean Reds 


are not fighting on our 
training 


schedules;" and 
2. Even the first 
50,000 


drafted In September have not yet 
completed their 14 weeks of basic 
training. 
The army has asked the selective 


service system to provide 40,000 in- 
ductees in January. 
This is the 


same number that will be drafted 
in December, but is 30,000 less than 
the number being inducted 
this 


month. Calls Scaled Down 
The calls are being scaled down 


some, the army said, because exist- 
ing training camps are limited in 
the number of new men they can 
take care of. 
While this training is going on 
the army has had to build up the 
fighting' units in Korea to 
full 


combat strength, and at the same 
time replace battle casualties. 


Also the training of draftees re- 


quires 
a steady buildup in the 
number of soldier-instructors. 


Draft calls are expected to con- 


tinue, regardless of the progress o: 
the Korean war. This may make it 
possible for the army to start di» 
charging reservists next summer 


But military necessities, the army 
warns, govern policy in both call- 
ing up and releasing reservists. 


Credit System 


The army announced Oct. 28 a 


point credit system to determine 
which reservists, already mobilized 
would get the first calls for over- 
seas duty. This system generally 
means that younger reservists with 
less previous combat duty will go 
first. 
However, some reservists 


with 
considerable combat 
exper- 


ience have been ,sent overseas be- 
cause they possessed badly nedeed 
skills. 


The 
army recently announced 
that 20,000 individual reserve offi- 
cers will have been recalled by the 
end of November. Additional lieu- 
tenants and captains, doctors and 
nurses 
will be required as army 
strength is swelled by the draft. 
The air force has discontinued 
the recall of enlisted reservists and 
announced that reserve officer re- 
calls will be restricted to 
specialists.

dled both at home and abroad, 
Martin Dies, long-time crusader 
against the Communist menace in 
the United States, told his listen- 
ers at Kinsloe House Monday even- 
ing. 
We have a big job as indi- 
viduals and as a nation if we stop 
this 
aggressive 
movement 
that 


:hreatens to engulf this countrv, 
he declared. 


We dare not sit idly by in the 


:inued, and let the Kremlin over- 
run Europe and Asia and create 
an ever-increasing danger to the 
United States. 
If for no better 


reason than self-preservation, we 
must do what we can to halt the 
Red tide, he declared. 


eW dare not sit Idly by in the 


face 
of 
the present 
crisis—we 


must build an army as quickly as 
possible, he said. 
And we must 


:alk 
straight to our allies as we 


do not have enouph money 
or 


manpower to fight all over the 
world and play Santa Glaus at the 
same time. If England and France 
cannot ioin in the fight, against 
Communism, they do not deserve 
reedom, he decclared. Spontaneous 
applause followed this statement. 


Blames Appeasement. 


The approaching struggle with 
Russia is the result of America's 
appeasement of Communist Rus- 
sia which began in 1933, he de- 
clared. 
During that period, offi- 
cial Washington protected 
and 


coddled Communists at 'home and 
abroad. 


It was the reluctance of politi- 


cians to lose the vote of Com- 
munist 
and 
Communist-backed 


groups, he charged, that enabled 
he Reds to participate in guiding 
he policies of this nation. 
For 


ilx years, he assered, our leaders 
gnored and belittled the warnings 


facts of the Dies Un-American 


Activities Committee which 
ap- 


peared in the headlines of Ameri- 
can newspapers day after day. 


He pointed out that the situa- 


tion was clear to everyone except 
the politicians who wanted the 
support of the 
500 Communist- 


dominated 
organizations ln 
the 
United States and the labor lead- 
ers 
who thought 
thev coud do 


business with Communism. 
Mr. Dies gave 
names, 
dates 


and places in a chronology of how 
his committee had tried to warn 
the United States of Communistic 
infiltration into labor and govern- 
ment. He declared that attempts 
to socialize medicine and inter- 
fere with business were excerpts 
from the Communist doctrine. 
Preserve America. 


If America is to bo preserved, 


we must stamp out the cowardly 
politicians that have already near- 
ly wrecked this country, he

clared. 
Continuing, he 
asserted 


that we mutt preserve and safe- 
guard free America—thB land that 
was

on the

dreams of pioneers who underwent 
hardships and privation that this 
glorious heritage might be ours. 


This is a great nation and en- 
joys the greatest measure of free- 
dom the wor'd has ever known, he 
said. 
"Now that we are entering

Up This Week, 
Especially Neat

Retail, prices of several foods, 
particularly 
meat 
Items, turned 


upward this week. 
But turkeys 


eased a few cents a pound in most 
places and appeared likely to go 
down a little more as stores pre- 
pared for big-volume buying in 
the next few days before Thanks- 
giving. 


Supplies of the traditional feast 
bird are abundant, backed by 
a 
record crop of around 44,500,000 
turkeys this year. That's 2,500,000 
more than last year and almost 
31 per cent over the crop of just 
ten years ago. 
Buying Rumor Falls. 


Prices this 
week 
averaged 


around four cents a pound below 
last year's pro-Thanksgiving Day 
levels. 
A spokesman for a lead- 


ing nationwide food store chain 
said many turkey growers appar- 
ently held back peak shipments 
recently on rumors that 
heavy 
government 
buying might 
push 
prices higher. That buying failed 
to develop and now the holiday 
birds' are coming to market In a 
big way, he said, so prices should 
at least hold steady and might 
ease a trifle more. 
Cranberries to accompany 
the 


turkey on Thanksgiving Day me- 
nus are plentiful, too—941,000 bar- 
rels this year, the second largest 
crop on record. 
Price changes in other meats 
this week were mostly upward, 
with beef, pork and lamb items 
rising two to as much as 12 cents 
a pound in many marketing cen- 
ters. 
Even lightwlejrht chickens, 


which had been declining in the 
past couple of weeks, were two 
to six cents a pound higher 
in 
most places. 
Eggs Trimmed. 


Many stores trimmed prices of 
top grade eggs, however, by two 
to five cents a pound. 
And at 
least one mai'or store chain re- 
duced its brands of 
bag-packed 


coffee by two cents a pound, cit- 
ing a recent down trend in green 
coffee 
quotations. 


On the produce, shelves, toma- 
toes, good quality bunch carrots, 
snap and lima beans, peppers and 
radishes were a little higher. Cel- 
ery, Brussel 
sprouts, 
cabbage, 


western apples, fresh corn 
and 
Florida oranges averaged a shade 
lower. 


Retail food prices have climbed 
about 1.6 per cent since mid-June, 
before the Korean war began, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics report- 
ed on the basis of a survey of 50 
food Items in eight cities. 
At the end of October, the prices 
were 208.1 per cent of the 1935-39 
average, or 
more than double. 
The survey also showed that dur- 
ing the last two weeks of Octo- 
ber, prices eased about 0.4 per 
cent, with fresh fruits and veget- 
ables, meats, poultry, coffee and

down slightly, and 
eggs, 
dairy products, fish, canned and 
dried fruits and vegetables some- 
what higher.

The People Speak— 
Proposals For City Improvement Are 
Beaten In Tuesday's Bond Election 


Corsicana's attempt to keep in step with progress took a severe 


beating from the public Tuesday when all four bond Issues for civic 
improvements were defeated by sizable margins. 


Involved in the election were projects totaling $300,000 If all passed. 
The proposed programs were: 


For park improvements (swimming pool) $70,000; for'park purchase 


(negro park site), $30,000; for water system improvements, $125,000; for 
street improvements, $75,000. 


A near-record vote for such an election was reported. Nearly 1,300 


of the city's eligible voters went to the polls. 


Ward 1 Approves 


The four issues carried in but one ward, the first. In the other four 


wards all the projects were soundly defeated. 


The water improvement issue came the closest to passing. It went 


down by 235 votes, with 742 voting against, and 506 voting for. 


The street improvement program lost by 277 votes. A total of 770 


voted against a better street program and 493 voted for the issue. 


The swimming pool proposal was defeated by 490 votes, 882 to 392, 


and the negro park purchase suggestion went down by 318 tallies 801 
to 318. 


The heaviest vote was reported in Ward S where more than 400 


marked ballots. 


Every issue was strongly turned down in Ward 3. The anti-votes 


were: Swimming pool, 308 to 125; negro park, 274 to 161; water improve- 
ments, 236 to 176, and street improvements, 263 to 176. 


In Ward 1, where all issues carried, the vote was as follows: 


' For swimming pool, 144 to 20; for negro park, 150 to 15; for water 


improvements, 130 to 29, and for street Improvements, 122 to 33. 


The other three wards came through with large margins against all 
the proposed programs. 


Total 1284 Votes 


A total of 1,274 votes were tallied in the pool question; 1,284 In the 


negro park issue; 1,248 in the water Improvements plan, and 1,263 In 
the street improvements program. 


A total of 5,069 voters' preferences were counted by the election 


officials. Ward 1 had 643; Ward 2, 728; Ward 3, 1709; Ward 3-A, 679, and 
Ward 4, 1,310. 


It was estimated the election cost between $500 and $600.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—UP)— 
Fear of Russia has pushed the 
West closer toward military unity 
than anything in peacetime his- 
tory. 


During the war Russia and the 


West were a big family fighting 
Hitler. 


And in 1942 Britain signed a 20- 


year military alliance with Russia 
against any aggression by Germany 
or her allies. 


In 1944 France signed a 20-year 


military alliance with the Soviets. 
too. 


Chill Is Suffered. 


But this warm family feeling suf- 


fered a chill after the war. The 
West began to fear the size of Rus 
sia's armies, still intact, and her 
intentions. 


This fear was large-siae by 1947. 


The following dates and facts will 
show the fear, as it grew, 
has 


drawn Western Europe, and even 
the United States, toward mili- 
tary unity. 


On March 4, 1947 Britain and 
France signed a 50-year military 
alliance between themselves, the 
so-called treaty of Dunkerque. 


One year later—on March 17, 


1948—Britain, 
France, 
Belgium, 


Netherlands and Luxembourg sign- 
ed a 50-year military alliance. This 
treaty, signed in Brussels, has been 
called the Brussels Pact and West- 
ern Union. 


Alliance Favored. 
The United States had encour- 
aged this five-nation military alli- 
ance. 
Already it had set up the 


Marshall Plan for helping econom- 
ically those five western nations 
and others. 


President Truman praised the al- 


liance and promised American help 
to the five In their steps for self- 
defense. And on Juno 11, 1948 the 
U. S. Senate approved a resolution 
offered 
by Senator 
Vandenberg, 


Michigan Republican. 


This resolution suggested the U. 
S. join such an arrangement for 
defense. 
And in the 
following 
month, July, 1948, this country be- 
gan talks with the five Brussels 
treaty nations. 


This led to the North Atlantic Al- 


liance which was signed on April 
4, 1949 by these 12 nations: U. S., 
Canada, Britain, France, Belgium, 
Netherlands, Luxembourg, Iceland, 
Denmark, Norway, Portubal, Italy. 
Pact Expands. 


So the two-country military alli- 
ance which began between Britain 
and France in March 1947, then 
spread to a five-country alliance 
by March, 1948, had become a 12- 
natlon alliance by April, 1949. 


The signers of the North Atlan- 


tic pact promised to go to one 
another's aid if any of them is 
attacked. But such an agreement, 
unless the 12 nations could arm 
themselves to resist attack, would 
have little practical meaning. 


Congress voted money for arms 


aid for the U. S. Allies. This will 
run into billions but, in voting the 
money, Congress Insisted that the 
Atlantic pact countries must work 
out a unified plan for defense. 
The pact signers started work on 
that. 
Then the Korean fighting 


began in June, 1950. It showed 
what poor shape the U. S. was in 
for any sudden war with Russia. 
That started the big defense pro- 
gram. 
, 


In mid-September, 1950 the for- 


eign ministers of the 12 pact-sign- 
ers—including Secretary of State 
Acheson—met in New York. 


Acheson suggested the Atlantic 
Pact countries immediately begin 
building their defenses. 


Almost immediately the defense 


ministers of the 12 Atlantic Pact

SINCERE HABITS OF WORSHIP 


Isaiah Pointed Out Futility Of Rote Religion 
—The Master Himself Laid Stress On 
Spiritual Worship—Paul Counselled His 
Generation And Ours On True Worship

An awareness of God docs things 


to the human spirit. Nothing that 
material fortune can do to a man 
s as Important as that transaction 
which takes place within the hid- 
den depths of his own soul when 
le arirves at a realization of God. 
In that supreme knowledge Is born 
purpose, power and peace. 
There are many ways by which 


one comes to this realization. One 
of 
these 
ways 
is 
worship—tho 


opening of the human heart to 
the power of Gods' Spirit 
and 


purpose and tho accomplishing of 
:his in company with other be- 
lievers. 
In some quarters today 


are to be found people who scoff 
at the necessity for worship. 
"I 
can be just as good a Christian 
without going to church as I can 
by 
regular 
church 
attendance, 


:hcy say. 
Perhaps; but we have 


our doubts. 
Others over-empha- 


size the importance of worship and 
think that if they go to church It 
does not make a great deal of 
difference what they do the rest 
of the week. 
Both extremes are 


quite patently mistaken. 
Heritage of Worship. 


Many have missed the vastness 


of our heritage, which is the truth 
that God, the All-Powerful, is, as 
Jesus said, a Spirit, to be wor- 
shipped in spirit and truth. He is 
not 
a 
petty 
tyrant, 
particular 


about non-essential nractices. 
It 


makes little 
difference 
to 
Him 


now His 
children 
worship, or 


where they worship, sincerity and 
faith are alone essential in these 
great enterprises of the soul. Au- 
gustine, long centuries ago, 
hit 


off this truth In a happy phrase 
—"Love God and 
do as 
you 


please." 


When God Is given His primary 


place in human life, and His will 
is accepted as the soul's unques- 
tioned law, then does that person 
escape from the tyranny of all 
lesser 
idolatries 
and allegiances. 


Often this release occurs in the 
experience of worship. Even when 
it occurs elsewhere, the experience 
of w°rship makes the relaese se- 
cure and cultivates peace In the 
heart of the man made free. 
How Men Find God. 


Three 
of 
humanity's religious 


geniuses speak out of this week's 
lesson on the subject of worship. 
The first of these Is Isaiah. 
We 


do not know much about Isaiah's 
personal history, but we do know 
that he was the noblest trumpet 
voice of Israel's history. He sought 
to know spiritual truth and to give 
It utteance for the 
comfort 
of 


men's souls and for the guidance 
of their conduct. 


His word on worship was, "Be 


sincere." 
His ireneration had lost 


all sense of the relationship be- 
tween 
religious pretensions 
and 
sound conduct. To them, their full 
duty to God was fulfilled If they 
went to the temple, offered their 
sacrifices, and kept the prescribed 
feasts and fasts. But Isaiah de- 
nounced such procedure In thun- 
derous tones. God delights not In 
the blood of bullocks, or of lambs 
or of he-goats. "Bring no more vain 
oblations," he cries. 
"Wash you 


make V°u clean; put away the evil 
of your 
doings 
Learn 
to 
do 


well; seek justice, relieve the op- 
pressed, judge the fatherless, plead 
for the widow." 


In the 
religious life of today 


there is a discernable tendency to 
exalt forms of worship and ecclesi- 
astical organization into first place 
Liturgies, 
orders, 
church 
orna- 


ments and usages occupy undun 
prominence. They who put these 
hlngs first are the devotees, of 
rote religion. And rote religion li 
futile. 
Keal worship Is that which 


reaches Into the depths of tho 
fiuman spirit. 
Sincerity an Essential. 


The second religious genius who 
spaeks about worship through to- 
day's lesson Is Jesus. At the well 
of Sychar in Samaria, e encoun- 
ered a Pert Samaritan woman, 
•oadv to to argue about religion, 
DUt not ready to practice it. She 
tried to turn aside Christ's search- 
ing personal application of truth' 
Into a theological dispute about 
the relative merits o£ Mount Ger- 
izlm versus 
Mount 
Zlon. . Like 


many another since, the woman 
was orthodox in her creed but 
not in her life; She considered re- 
ligion something to be debated, 
not something to be practiced. 


Christ's kindly but firm word to 


her was "Not place, but spirit; not 
wherfi 
men 
worship, but 
how. 


There Is only one right way to 
worship, In spirit, and in truth.'1 


Last of all, the great Apostle to 


the Gentiles, Paul, speaks on the 
proper order of service In 
a 


Christian church. It consists, first 
of all, he rays, in listening to a 
sermon—"Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly." Prayer has 
a prominent 
place in true wor- 


ship—"giving thanks to God the 
Father." He also mentions teach- 
ing and 
singing—"teaching and 


admonishing 
one 
another 
with 


psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs." 
In the few brief verses of this 


week's lesson, therefore, we find 
the philosophy and practice 
of 


worship summarized: Be sincere; 
worship God In spirit and truth; 
let preaching, teaching, prayer and 
song be 
the 
elements out 
of 


which you fashion a service. If 
you do, It w"l bring down upon 
you the blessing, guidance and In- 
spiration from on high.

State Highway Commissioner A. 
F. Mitchell of Corsicana told the 
Corsicana Civitan Club Thursday 
that the State Highway 
Depart- 


ment, like most other agencies, is 
having a hard time in accomplish- 
ing its work on its present budget. 
Speaking 
before 
the 
regular 


weekly session of that organization, 
Mitchell said that "we are 
doing 


the best we can" in the face of 
rising costs of material and 
the 


static 3-cent tax per gallon. 
"The gas tax remains constant. 


Everything else is going up," Mit- 
chell pointed out. 
The State Department had 
an 


income of 95 million dollars last 
year, he said. With this it had to 
satisfy requests totalling 900 mil- 
lion dollars for "urgent" building 
and repairs. 
To bring the contrast into sharp- 
er foeus, Mitchell said that $440,- 
000 had 
been set aside to build
